T was to. this delicious Place from 
our great Metropolis, that in the warm 
Seaſon of the Year, my Rural as well 
as Poetical Inclinations generally drew 
me, where in the moſt delightful Part 
of it a heautiful Park, bleſt with the 
aforeſaid Watry Rarities.

The Book on the Inſtant being 
produced, was very often bandicd to 
and fro bet w ixt us, till at laſt by the

Gentleman's Bluntneſs in Language 
provok'd, I could not forbear entring 


into a Contradictory Diſcourſe in this 
manner. 


To criticize or make Remarks up- 
on every Head of this Romantick

This Gracious Oak, the good Geni- 
us, As 2 as Glory of the Province, 
was by the pelridhar Influence of 
Heaven, del d with all the Excel- 
lent Graces proper for Soveraignty, 


Pious, Bountiful, Indulgent, and tho? 


the Greatneſs of Her Power, had 
Scope and Extenſion enough, to make 
it ſelf terrible, yet would her benign 
Humility, and Compaſſionate Tem- 

per 


and her Three Provinces. 
per often ſhade from Storms, and ſuc- 


cour from other Elementary Accidents, 


a number of deſertleſs Animals, who 


fled to their AM Hlum under her ſpread- 


ing Branches, tho' they, by cauſing 
Mutinies there, and raiſing Di viſions 
amongſt a ſort of ill-grain?d Trees, of 
which the Province was but too full, 
ungratefully like the Country Peaſants 
Snake, as ſoon as. warm'd, made re- 
turn by unnatural hiſſing, and a vile 
endeavour to affront their Royal Be- 
nefaQor, and diſturb the Tranquillity 
of her Government. 1 ©: 
Nou therefore to allude a little to 
our former Diſcourſe, amongſt the 


various Trees and Plants, that vitiated 


or rather infected with their malignant 
Influence, ſeveral Groves and woody 
Spaces of this Province, there were 
a great many poſleſs'd with the En- 
thuſiaſms of the Three Brothers, Peter, 
Martin, and Jack before mentioned: 
And to that height grew their deli- 
rious Why mſies, that by the frequent 
Inveteracy of their Jarring Opinions, 


and the Animoſitics perpetually ſpread- 


ing amongſt em, Commerce the chief 
Artery in the Body Politick was fet a 
bleeding, its Health aud Conſtituti- 
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on very much impair'd, and the Ma- 


jeſtick Oak, tho Semper Eadem, and 
ſtill unwearied in her Clemency and 
Indulgence, extreamly diſſatisfy d and 
perplex d. | 
She had not long had Acceſſion to 
the Royal Dignity, tho? with un- 
doubted Right, as well as general Li- 


king and Conſent She obtain'd it, but 


there were very many ftill who bore 
contradictive Sentiments, and who, in 
Favour of Prince Shrub, of whom I 
ſhall hereafter make mention, endea- 
voured to blacken her Title, and infi- 


nuate her Authority to be unnatural. 
and unjuſt : 


Yet, in Reality, never did any Ar- 
borick Monarch extend her Branches 


to receive the Coronation-Dew with 


greater Right or Juſtice ; which to 
prove, I will gradually explain and 
delineate the moſt remarkable Paſlages 
and Occurrences, happemng ſome 
Years before her Inauguration. 

The former Oak, her unfortunate 
Progenitor, had by his own unkingly 


Weakneſs, male Adminiſtration, and 


often Forfeiture of his Royal Vow and 
Promiſe, deſervedly loſt the Allegi- 
ance of the Generality of Trees; he 
PD had,

and her three Provinces. 
had, by aſſociating with Foreign Ver- 
min, Enemies to their Religion and 


Conſtitution, tainted himſelf with a

nauſeous Malady, calldd by modem 


Empiricks, la Verble Romane; and 
was ſo throughly Corrupted and Infa- 
tuated with it, that he ſtill rather 


ſtrove to indulge the Evil, than take 


the proper Remedies for Cure; nay, 
ſo violent was this Peſtilential Calen- 
ture, that he daily {trove to diffuſe it 
all over the Province, which, diſſiking 
ſuch unreaſonable Innovations, had 
ſoon after Recourſe to F oreign Aſſi- 
ſtance, and, with a Grove of conſor- 
ted Trees, joining their general Mur- 
murs into one fatal Blaſt, quite root- 
ed him up, and with unanimous Con- 


ſent voted both him and his then ſup- 
pos d new Off-ſpring, not only Abdi- 


cators, but to be incapable of Reigning 
for ever after. „ 
In this dreadful Exigence, tho? he 
might with Reaſon have reflected on 
his head-ſtrong Humour, and by an 
opportune Converſion have made Inte- 
reſt to be re- inſtated in his late Poſſeſ- 
tions, yet, ſtill hardned with bigotted 
Stubbornneſs, he was ſo far from be- 


licving himſelf in the wrong, that 


with 
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with unalter'd Reſolution, poſſeſs d 


alſo with Hopes of ſevere Revenge, 


and breathing out nothing but Impre- 
cations upon the Injuſtice, or, as he 
call'd it, the Rebellion of his Subject- 
Trees, (tho' his own Oppreſſion and 
Breach of Honour and Word was the 


real. Cauſe of his Irradication) he 


got himſelf convey'd, together with 


his Queen, a malignant Plant ſprung 
from a corrupted Italian Stock, and 


tainted to the very Pith with the late 


recited venemous Malady; and alſo 
with Prince Shrub his pretended Off- 
ſpring beforementioned, into the 
Land of Fays and Fackdaws, where 
the Natives being generally infected 
like himſelf with great Shew of Com- 
paſſion and Courteſy, ſtraight replan- 
ted him, and where preſently after 
he was by King Goſhawk the Tyrant 
reigning, indulg'd to ſprout out in 
this new Soil, and alſo encourag'd to 
purſue an implacable Reſentment a- 
gainſt the Revolted Grove and their 
then Sovereign, an Oak they had new- 
ly tranſplanted and brought over from 
the Continent of Plaſhy, as neareſt Re- 
lation in the right Line, to aſſiſt em 
with his Medicinal Virtue, and diſſi- 

pate 
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pate the late Infection, which the for- 
mer ill-fated as well as contagious 
Monarch, had diffus'd into a great 
Number of ill conſtitutionꝰd Trees and 
Plants, too ready and willing to imbibe 
ſuch Corruption. 

This giving Occaſion to new Tur- 
moils abroad, a terrible War broke out 
ſoon after; for King Goſhawk, whoſe 
Ambition was ever unbounded, and 
whoſe Tyrannick Temper would never 
let him ſubmit to Moderation in Go- 
vernment, glad of any Cauſe, right 


or wrong, that would give him Occa- 


ſion to infeſt his Neighbours, ſoon 
made the new re- inſtating the Aldi- 
cared Oak in his Royalties his ſpecious 
Pretence for Violence; he therefore 
aſliſts him with a ſtrong Power drawn 
from amongſt the moſt voracious and 
hardy of all his feather'd Subjects, and 
once more adviſes him to diſplant and 
remove into one of his former Provin- 


ces, called the Province of Potatoes, 


where grew a great many tall Trees, 
whoſe malignant Nature, (tho averſe 
to Spiders) yet were known to he tain» 
ted with his natural Venom, and there- 
fore inſinuated to be his moſt dutiful 
Subjects, and ſuch as would be moſt 
5 D readv 
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to join in performing the happy work 
of his immediate Reſtauration. 

But adverſe Fortune, who had re- 
ſolv'd rot to make Choice of him for 
a Favourite, lent no helping Hand to 
his Alliſtance ; for the newly enter- 
tain'd Prince his Competitor, being 
qualify'd with an undaunted Diſpoſi- 
tion, and inur'd from Infancy to Storms 
and Inclemencies of Weather, poſſeſt 
with Reſolution too of Stemming all 
Tides of Danger, that threatned to op- 
poſe the Relief he intended to bring 
the Province of Roſes, after he had 
ventur'd Overwhelming, by a rapid 
River that divided a Trad of Land be- 
tween him and his Rival in Empire ; 
he at laſt preſſes him to a Battel, from 


whence returning Victor, his unfor- 


tunate Antagoniſt was forc'donce more 
to diſplant, and with his Roots and 
Branches ſhrewdly damag'd and 1m- 
pair'd, come back, for new Protection, 
to a ſmali Covert in the Aviary of 
King Coſhawk, where not long after 
he finiſh'd his Days, little regarded 
by that haughty Nation, to which he 
had been a Trouble ſo long, and leſs 
by his own Native Subjects, among(t 
whom, by bigotted Obſtinacy, from 

thoſe 
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thoſe Times to theſe preſent, he had 
been the fatal Occafion of ſo many 
Diſtra&ions and Miſeries. 


His Deceaſe however gave new Life 


to the Title of the late Conqueror; 
ſeveral of the moſt ſtubborn Trees in 
the Province of Roſes, their late So- 
vereign being wither'd and gone, 


Swearing dutiful Allegiance to him, 


and 2 peaceably to his Go- 
vernment. Nor did he only by his 
Merit and Bravery gain his Point of 
them, but even King Geſbawk himſelf 
alſo ſoon after own*d him Rightful, 
and gave him the Regal Title, as the 
reſt of the Neighbouring Princes did, 
who ſent their Ambaſſadours. 

This Condeſcenſion, had it been 
real, had ſubſtantially fix d his Throne 
and Authority; but to add to his 
Trouble and Vexation, it was ſoon 
found out to be otherwiſe, being only 
a piece of Policy, at that Juncture to 
procure a Peace, by which he might 
facilitate an advantageous Deſign he 
had on Foot: For twas preſently 
obvious this ſoaring Goſhawk had ano- 
ther Game to play, which he could 


not ſecurely win, without ccaſing ſome 
time all Hoſtility with the Obſtinate 
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and vindictive Province of Roſes. 

There was an ancient Alliance be- 
tween him and one of his Neighbours, 
who was King of the Luſcious Region 
of Grapes, who had long time been 
affl icted with Sickneſs, and whoſe Re- 
covery was now deſpair'd of: This 
Kingdom, tho' his Title to it was ve- 
ry crazy and dubious, the Imperial 
Ganza having a far Juſter, yet the 
{ſpacious Cluſters of the extended 
Vines with which it was ſtor'd, be- 
ſides fome Golden Continents belong- 
ing to it of ineſtimable Value, and of 
prodigions Uſe to a Prince, whoſe 
Soul own'd no other Deity but Ambi- 
tion, made him ſet his Wits to Work, 
to cajole and ingage the Chiet of the 
Grandees to own Young Lanneret, one 
of his Off-ſprivg, to be the Rightful 
Sovereign; which (the Sick Monarch 
ſoon after Dying) was to his Wiſh 
perform'd ; and the well-pleas'd G0. 
thaw, tho' the Crown was ſet on the 
Head of the Tool his Grandſon, with 
haughty Security both manag'd and re- 
ceiv'd the Profits of that ſpacious 


Kingdom. | 


And now, the Fiſh being caught, 


late 
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late Peace, which was only an Um- 
brage for Tyrannick Miſchief, ſudden- 
ly broke, anda new War, more terri- 
ble than ever, immediately ſucceeded ; 
in which, tho' the new Monarch, the 


Reſtorer of the Liberty and Religion of 


the Province of Roſes,with indefatigable 
Diligence and Bravery endeavour'd to 
oppoſe, and bring within Bounds the 
cruel and aſpiring Goſhawk, yet were 
his brighteſt Stars generally malevo- 


lent and unpropitious, his Arms year- 


ly unſucceſsful, and his Deſigns, dy- 
ring the Remainder of his Days, al- 
ways unluckily fruſtrated, and they 
alſo ſoon after brought to a Period; 
For oppreſs'd by a debile Conſtitution, 
unable to oppoſe the impetuous Storms 
of Deſtiny, full of Laſting Renown, 
and illuſtrated with General Applauſe, 
he fell to Earth, leaving the Regal Di- 
adem to the next righful Succeſſor, 
The Royal Female Oak, to whom now 
returning, and reſuming the Thread 
of my former Story, I may boldly af- 
firm, That none ever proceeded in So- 
vereignty with more general Liking, 


or with more happy Succeſs in Affairs. 


King Goſbawk, overgrown with Pride 
and fluſſid with the Succeſſes of ſeve- 
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ralYears,in the Beginning of her Reign 
met with a conſiderable Loſs, by the 
Bravery and Conduct of the Noble 
Duke Cypreſs, who, tho' a couragious 
Attempt of his upon a ſtrong Fortifica- 
on prov'd unſucceſsful, yet did For- 


tune make ample Satisfaction, by gi- 


ving him Opportunity to ſurprize the 
rich Galleons at Ogiv, and to bring 
Home the Bullion to his Royal Sove- 
reign, for his Country's Uſe, that 
elſe had been ſpent in the ſaid Go- 


ſfhawk's Service, who quickly after by 


two great Overthrows was again ex- 
tremely diſappointed and weakned, eſ- 
Roy the laſt, where, tho' a vaſt 

ower was committed to Mareſchal 
Kite, one of his Relations and princi- 
pal Favourites, who had been former- 


ly exerting his ſubtle Politicks in the 


Nature of a Spy, tho' under the No- 
tion of Ambaſſadour in the Province of 
Roſes, yet by the Bravery aud admi- 
rable Conduct of the Duke Birchgrove 
his oſtentatious Vanity was diſmoun- 
ted, himſelf ſurpriz'd, his plumy 
Squadrons totally deſtroy?d or put to 
Flight, beſides Twelve Thouſand of 
the Rabble of Birds taken in a Cluſter, 


the 


which ever to be Eterniz'd Victory 
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the World could never parallel bur 
once, when that Great Carthaginian 
General fought at Canne; which yet 


was far leſs Glorious than this, they be- 
ing poorly unskilful in Arms, and ſtar- 


ving; theſe healthy, annually train'd 
and pamper d. 


Nou therefore, reſolving to lower 
the tow'ring Ambition of K. Goſhawk, 


Oak Royal confederated with the In- 


perial Ganza, and other Brave and Po- 
tent Allies, jointly agree to Eſtabliſh 

Prince Widgeon, neareſt Relation to 
Ganza Imperiale aforeſaid, in the Re- 
gion of Grapes, to which his Right 
was apparent; and to that End large- 
ly aid him with Arms and Money, to 
confrent Lannaret the preſent Poſſeſ- 


ſor, who, 'twas believ'd, had no great

Church, and 
alſo curſe you with Bell, Book and 
Candle; and then, as an enrag*d De- 
puty from the Sovereign Deity, ta- 
king the Thunder into my Claw, like 
my Unkle Eagle, I will depoſe you 


in a Minute, conſume you with Fire, 


or, to be more particular in my Ven- 
geance, choak you with the Muska- 
dine Juice of your own Cluſters ; then 
truſs'd and pinion'd like a Pullet with 
Eggs, cauſe you to be brought hi- 
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ther, where on a Spit, made of the 
precious Metal growing 1n one of 


your Golden Continents,you ſhall be 


Roaſted, Baſted with the ſame mol- 
ten like May Butter, and then ſervd 
up a Royal Ragou, you hairbrain'd 


Raſcal, ' to my Northern Vultures, 
(a Detachment of the very Guards 
that are to uſner you to your Go- 
vernment) ro Dine upon. 


The dreadful Goſhawk had ſcarce 


finiſh'd theſe laſt Words, but the 


over-aw'd and trembling Lannaret, 


half diſſolv'd with the frightful Sound 
of the late horrible Puniſhment for 


Dilobedience, cowr'd down upon his 
Belly, his Head ſhrunk up to his 


Craw, and his Beak nouſling among 
his Feathers, was juſt preparing in a 
repentant manner humbly to beg 
Pardon, when the ſubtle Old Sire,

the Tranſitory Wafer, I would have 


you preſently after, drink my Health 
in a Bowl of Frontiniac, and by the 


Diſtinguiſhment of a brown Toaſt 
put in't, pay the fame Divine Ho- 
nours to me, taking it upon your 


Damnation that I am preſent, and 


that tis actually my ſelf in Perſon. 


E | You 
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Vou need not doubt but Old Red 
Cap Corvo will pledge you, with 
whom be ſure to be ſo familiar, that he 
may grow ſaucy, 'twill make him be 
leſs careful of his Money, (which po- 
litickly you ought ſtill to have an 
Eye upon) and diſcover the Baggs 
by your cunning Management, that 
aſſiſting yourAcceſſion to the Crown, 
he thought he ſav'd from the Gripes 
of another Competitor. 

One grand Secret too, my Chicken, 
I muſt truſt thee with The Stub- 
born Nation thou art going to go- 
vern, does not in Sincerity love. or 
care for ours; the blobberbeak'd 
Miageon has got the Start of us in 
their Liking, and, to ſay Truth, our

The Lanneret, tho? recover'd from 
his late panick Epilepſy, yet could not 
forbear being afreſh confounded, to 


hear the Goſhawk's Magiſterial Re- 


ſolves, as being by them made ſenſi- 
ble what a ſtrange diminutive fort of 
a Tool he was to be himſelf, but yet 
ſeeing the Pounce with whetted 


Claws, ſharpas Needles, ſonear him, 


he durſt not for his Ears, expreſs one 
tittle of his Sentiments, whatever his 
Thoughts and Inclinations were ; but 
calmly anſwer'd, That ſince he was 
ſenſible his Imperial Majeſty, was the 
Darling and Eldeſt Son of Fortune, 
and that all the Kingdoms of Europe, 
were fated to ſubmit and be Tribu- 
tary to his Majeſty, he muſt think it 
would be an Honour in the higheſt 
Degree to him, to be a Homager a- 
mongſt the reſt. Which laſt Wheedle

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than all the reſt: Go therefore in- 
ſtantly to thy Kingdom; {trip thy 
ſelf from that dancing Jacket, and a- 
mongſt thoſe ſupercilious Sots put on 
a Robe of Gravity ; love them as they 


deſerve, but reverence me as I expect, 
ſtill remembring that to be my Vaſſal 


is a greater Dignity than to be their 
Sovereign ; this obſerv'd, look you, 
Bags ſhall be opened, Forces ordered, 
Policies timely contrived, and your 
Government firmly ſettled ; and fo, 


without more Words, well out to 


Breakfaſt, and to Morrow early, wirh 
Drums beating and Trumpets ſoun- 


ding, you, as a Wonder to the Euro- 
pean World, ſhall fer forward to your 


Kingdom. 


And now, to take hold again of the 
Thread of my former Hiſtory, we 
muſt obſerve K. Wiageon,with ſuitable 
Equipage and Arms, and alſo ſtrong in 
Hopes of happy Succeſs, Invading the 
aloreſaid Kzngdom of Grapes, in which 
Lanneret was by this time ſettled, par- 
ticularly aſſiſted by Oak Rozal, who 
at the Head of a conſiderable Body of 
her ſoundeſt and beſt Trees, ſent 
Lord Maple, a General whoſe Cou- 
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rage and Reſolution was by all un- 
queſtionable before his Expedition, 
and whoſe Conduct afterwards, even 
ſurpaſs'd the moſt forward Hopes of 
his intimate Wellwiſhers, as well as 
the cenſorious Commonalty.

that the ſucceſsful taking it, caus'd 
the Amazement as well as general 
Diſcourſe of all Europe. Nor did the 
ſmiling Goddeſs leave him here, but 
bleſs'd him with propitious Influence 
in farther Purſuit of Glory; King- 
doms adjacent were likewiſe ſubdued, 
and Numbers of King Lanneret's Sub- 
jects, who, as I told you before, were 
but half ftrain'd in their Loyalty, 
came over, and himſelf at laſt, fear- 
ing a greater Revolt, by the Danger 
ot their new Approaches, was forc'd

But Fortune at laſt, who js ſel- 
dom conſtant in her Favours, whe- 
ther by finding King Midg eon tame, 
ſpiritleſs, and unfit to receive her, or 
whether the Proceedings of the be- 
fore mentioned General, were of the 
ſame Nature as at firſt, as ſome at 
Court thought fit to make a Doubt 
of, and which I cannot determine, 
turns her beneficent Face from him 
on a ſuddain, and ſince he was ſo un- 
active as not to venture a Puſh for a 
Diadem of that Brightneſs, reſolv'd 


no longer to favour the Enterprize, 


but let him change the glorious Di- 
verſion of obtaining ſuch a Crown 
for the diminutive, mechanick, and 
grovelling Paſtime of a Country 
Bullbaiting. 
Soon after the Viciſſitude of her 
Favour, the ill- ad vis d Prince ſevere- 
ly found the fatal Effects in his ge- 
neral Affairs. The Inſulting Goſhawk, 
notwithſtanding the Annual Succours 
ſent from Oak Royal, his principal Pro- 
tectreſs, ſo well aiding his Grandſon 
and Deputy Lanneret with Power and 
Policy, that all their Labours to eſta- 
E 4 bliſh 
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bliſh,him prov'd ineffeQual and to lit- 


tle Purpoſe. - The ſubtle Goſhawk had 
ſome time before retain'd and given 
a Command to Duke Querculus, a 


flouriſhing Slip of the late Abdicated 


Monarch Oak heretofore mentioned, 
and indeed the only braveſt and moſt 
worthy of Mention belonging to his 
whole Stock, and whoſe Renown in 


Arms had frequently been ſignaliz d 


upon ſeveral notable Occaſions. This 
gallant and fortunate Scyon, being 
ſent to oppoſe King MWidgeon's Forces, 
{uddainly attacks by Surprize the 
brave Lord Willow, a skilſul General, 


who was there planted to prevent 


him, and with a ſmall Grove, amongſt 
whom were ſome of the ſelect Sub- 


jects of Oak Royal, at Axnamla were 


waiting for Supplies; but, in aword, 
they were ſurrounded by Duke Quer- 
culus, and charg d with ſuch Vigour, 


that in a few Hours they were intire- 


ly routed, and almoſt all hew'd 
down, rooted up, or ſeiz d on as Cap- 
tives. And now no ſooner was this 
fatal Battle fought, but the whole 
Scheme of Succeſſes conſequently al- 
ter'd: The tardy Viageon was pre- 
iently ſenſible of his Remiſsneſs; but 
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twas too late now to find a Remedy; 
the incouraged Lanneret, with cocking 
Creſt and ſpreading Plumes was flown 
back again to his Pallace, whilſt the 
General, his former good Genius, who 
had begun the Work ſo Succeſsfully, 
his Commiſſions ſuperſeded; was ſent 
for Home, where in a Sanhedrim of 
his Fellow Peers, he as boldly, as ſe- 
curely, gave account of all Affairs re la- 
ting to King Vidgeon and himſelf; the 
ſubſtance of which being ſilently 
quaſh*d, and not minded, appeared a 
very great Riddle to the generality of 
Natives, who were not let into the 


Secret: And now to vary the Scene a 


little to other Places. 

The Provinces of Potato's, and that 
of Thiſtles, tho equally concern'd in 
Fealty, as both being oblig'd to pay 
Homage to Oak Royal ; yet in the 


midſt of all theſe Turmoyls lay ſupine- 


ly quiet along Time, till grown Moul- 
dy for want of Uſe, a vagrant Party 
of the laft, ſtarving upon the barren- 
neſs of their Soil, and extreamly ready 
and willing to change it for a better; 
daily tormenting themſelves with their 
own Prickles, reſolv'd, ſince they could 
find nothing fitter for their Purpoſe, 
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to cavil at the Succeſſion, and diſpute 
the Title of the Dutcheſs Dowager of 
Elders, whoſe legal Right was before 
contirm'd by the aforeſaid Sanhedrim 
of Trees in the Province of ' Roſes - 
How this was ſuppreſt ſhall hereafter 


be explain'd; but before I proceed 


further on this Subje&, I think to Di- 
greſs a little, as your Critical Friend 
has ſo often done, to make mention of 
a remarkable Diſcourſe, relating to the 
before-mentioned Battle of Aznamla, 
that happened ſome time ſince in the 
Protinte of Potato, between Sham- 
rog, vulgarly calbd a blade of three 
leav'd Graſs, an ancient Inhabitant 


in the baſe Court of à famous Caſtle 


there; and Pluſhmantle,'an Umble Bee, 


Native of  A=namln: aforeſaid, in the 


Kingdom of Grapes. ' The venerable 
Shamrog was, one bright May Day, 
preparing to drink his Morning's 
Draught in a clear drop of Dew he 
had early receiv'd, and his old Bene- 
factor Titan had newly warmd for 
him ; when on a ſaddain the ill-gui-

his Reſpects to us, as well as his Duty 
to her Majeſty Oak Royal, Tis true 


indeed, as you affirm, That he lately 
had unluckily one of his Branches lopt 
from him; and in this laſt Battle, 
Woe worth the Time, has, it ſheems, 
been very much damag'd, a Plague 
take the Cormorant cheating Knaves, 


ay by Chreeſht, tho' they were of my 
own Nation, that by their grubling 


made the Treaſure fall ſhort that 
ſhould have been paid for Liſting more 
Forces to ſnuply him; there is nothing 
ſho ſhure, as, that the Devil will 
make very good Snuſh of their Bones 
indeed ; but, I prethee Joy, what are 
we the better for curſhing them now, 


will that be able to ſect free our brave 
Party that are in Durance; or what 


doſh thy Wiſdom think J can do in a 


Buſineſs of this Nature, do but put me 
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in a Way, and, by St. Patrick, thou 
ſhalt find I ſhall not be backward in 
Execution? For wilt thou underſtand, 


Honey, whither they be of the Raſhe 
of the Potatoes of this Province, or of 


my own Ancient Family, we are all 


much better at Acting than Con tri- 
ving, our Hands are ready always, 
but our Heads are often out of the 
way: In ſhort, we are better Warri- 
ours than Wits, and can much better 
aſſiſt at the finiſhing a Plot begun by 
other People than invent one our 
ſhelves ; therefore, doſt hear, if thou 
wilt take the Matter upon thy ſhelf, 
and propoſhe to me plainly in what I 
can be ſerviſhable, for I find thou haſt 
no indifferent Opinion of my Parts, 
and, to ſhay Truth, hafht flutter*d a 
plaguy Way to find me out, TI will, 
Dear Joy, improve the Morning's 
Draught thou haſt had already, by a 
Dram of ſuch admirable Uſquebaugh 
of my own making, that ſhall make 
thee forget the Length of thy Jour- 
ney, and fly back again without the 
leaſt Wearineſs or Trouble. 
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The Uinble Bee, who, you muſt 
know, had been a little Devil of a 
Toper, was extreamly well pleas'd 


with the Major's Offer, and there- 


fore, reſolving to take him at his 
Word, told him, That twas a receiv d 
Opinion, that his Brethren Natives 
were generally Lazy and Slow in put- 
ting themſelves forward to aſſiſt Oak 
Royal in her Martial Affairs, and that 
*twould cauſe him to be renown'd for 
ever, if, by ſome bold Speech to that 
Purpoſe, or by ſome other Intereſt, he 
could raiſe ſome Fifteen or Twenty 
Thouſand Shamrogs, that were now 
lying basking in the Sun in the Fields, 
and had no Imployment but to in- 
dulge themſelves to grow Tall, and 
ſo by a natural Unweildineſs make 
themſelves incapable of being good 
for any thing) to march to the Aſſi- 


ſtance of thoſe were left ; that fuch 


a Supply being ſent into the Kingdom 


of Grapes would infallibly reinſtate 


King Widgeon in the Dominion he 
had by his former Remiſneſs Joſt, and 
alſo enable the Brave Lord Willozo to 
revenge himſelf on his Enemies, that 


by their Numbers, not their Valour, 
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had before done him ſo much Miſ- 
chief, To conclude our Harangue 
then, The witty and politick Umble 
Bee's Hint was taken, and he, in ſhort 
time after, diſpatch'd away with very 
comfortable T1dings, which that they 
came to paſs, I can not at preſent alert, 
but muſt take hold again of the End of 
my former notable Hiſtory, and thus 
proceed. The Scene now then muſt 
change back again into the Province of 
Thiſtles, the ſurly, factious and mo- 
roſe Part of whoſe Natives, and the 
Inſurrections and Miſchiefs they were 
ready for, we have before ſpoke of;

Oak Royal, their Gracious and In- 
dulgent Sovereign, tho? often per-

able Deſigns againſt her, yet to ſhew 
her Clemency unbounded, and her 
Chriſtian Charity and Goodneſs be- 
yond all Example, Refolv'd by an Ef- 
tort extraordinary to fix their _ 
alties 
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alties, and finiſh a glorious Underta- 
king, which all her Kingly Predeceſ- 
ſors, tho? Great and Powerful, had 
aim'd at, but never could bring to 
Perfection. . 
There was, if you remember, at the 
Beginning of this Fable, ſome menti- 
on made of Prince Shrub, a Slip, as 
ſome believe, of the before nam'd Ab- 
dicated Monarch, tho' others nega- 
tively declare him ſpurious, and who, 


whatever his Right of Birth might be, 


being infected with the Chimere Ro- 
mane, was made uncapable of all 


Claim by Deſcent, and conſequently 


of Regallity, this ill- fated, pretended 
Prince, the aſpiring Goſhawk had now 
for Twenty Years nouriſh'd near his 
Mew, and hoping to pay himſelf well 
at laſt, had continually been urging 
the Malecontented Thifles to rebel, 
with Promiſe to ſend over their Law- 
ful Sovereign, whenever they would 
put themſelves in a Capacity to re- 
ceive him. To arm her ſelf therefore 
againſt this Politick Deſign, the Pru- 
dent Oak propoſes A UNn1on be- 
tween the Province of Roſes and theirs,

Nor wanted they 
the Inſolence ſoon after, to cry up 
and applaud the aforeſaid Prince 
Shrub the Pretender, nor to allow his 
Title, by Drinking his Health with a 
Scoundrel Humility even in the Midſt 
of the Streets, and at the Publick 
Market - Croſſes, countenanc'd, as ſome 
thought who afterwards found them- 


ſelves miſtaken, by Duke Blackchorn, 


a Noble Tree, who, tho? a Native of 


the Province of Thiſtles, yet had fre- 


quently flouriſh'd in that of Roſes; 


and was nobly freed from that Impu- 


tation, tho ſeveral others were known 
obnoxious, and with great Vehe- 
mence diſaffected to the Royal Oak's 
Govern» 
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Government, and the Article of the 
Succeſſion, | 

But notwithſtanding this, and all 
the Efforts the Monfter- Multitude en- 
deavour'd at, the Intended Union 
went on with Succeſs, and was maugre 
all Deſigns to oppoſe it, in ſhort time 
after concluded with great Satisfacti- 
on to the judicious and well-meaning 
Party; the Sanbedrim or Grand 
Council being increas'd by the Num- 
ber of Sixty —of the moſt flouriſhing 
and diſcerning Thi/tles of the whole 
Province ; and in the main, their ge- 
neral Affairs ſo improv'd and mended, 
that both Nations ought with Juſtice 
to repeat dayly their moſt grateful Ac- 
knowledgments to their Induſtrious as 
well as Pious Sovereign, for deſigning, 
and then with great Trouble bringing 
to Effect ſo Great and Glorious a 
—_—_ 

This Celebrated Enterpriſe, as it 
was fortunate and beneficial to the 
Province aforeſaid, yet bore quite a- 
nother Face in the Affairs of King 


Goſhawk,and indeed was ſuch a Thorn 


in his Side, that the twitching Painof 
it urg d him to hurry on his laſt and, 
as he beliey'd, his moſt EffeRual 
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Plot to make himſelf Univerſal Mo- 


narch, and bring the three Provinces 
of Roſes, Thiſtles and Potatoes all un- 
der his Tyranny and Subjection. 

The Project being ripe for Execution, 
he ſpeedily ſends with a Fleet and 
Power proper for the Purpoſe, under 
the Conduct of Monſieur Le Buzzard, 
the young, raſh, and unthinking Pre- 
tender Prince Shrub, to Invade the 
Province of Thifles, poſſefling him 
with a Belief, and perhaps, not with- 
out ſome reaſonable Aflurances, that 
the grumbling Natives would gladly 
receive him, at leaſt the Contrivance 
induc'd him to imagine he would be 
knock'd o'th Head, and ſo would ridd 
him of the diſagreeable Charge he 
was Yearly at: But in Reality 'tis 
thought he held the Buſineſs to be as 
good as done; for he was ſo blinded

Royal, with the entire Submiſſion and 


Conſent of the Three flouriſhing Pro- 


vinces, 
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vinces. But Providence, to exalt its 
Attribute of Juſtice, was pleas'd to turn 


quite another way the Stream of this 


Vain Glory; for Monſieur Buzzard, 
who for ſelf Opinion in Maritime 
Matters, went Hand in Hand with 
his Maſter's Vanity , after he had 
pawn'd his Tarpawlin Honour, and 
given his Port hard Promiſe, That 
in defyance of Winds and Waves, 
and all thoſe that Rule em, he would 
be there and land his Forces by ſuch 
an Hour; to keep his Word, as if 
the Devil had play'd booty with him, 
and had preferred himſelf to be his 
Pilot, made ſuch plaguy haſt, that he 
outran his Mark, ſome five and twen- 
ty Leagues, before he look'd back ; 
and by that admirable piece of Sea-Ser-= 
vice, (for which, ſince tis uſual) he may 
well expe& principal Advancement. 
And then by Heavens propitious In- 
fluence, which by another new and 
moſt ſignal Mark of bleſt Favour and 
Indulgence, (the Effects of which are 
of ſo Divine a Nature, that I have 
not Art enough to deſcribe) made us 
throughly Fortunate ; by giving Op- 
pertunity to Sir Box Bombard, a ſup- 
pos'd well qualified Admiral, qnploy' 
| c 
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ed by Ozk Royal, to get up with him: 
And now the Buzzard had no more 
to do, but to fave himſelf, and the 
reſt of his ſwift Sailors, by flight. 
Prince Shrub, inſtead of being Plan- 
ted in the Province of Roſes, and ſwell- 
ing his Bulk in that fertile Soil, to 
the magnitude of an Oak, dwindling 
and decreafing to the diminutive ſize 
of a contemptible Furs Buſh; the ſap- 
lefs Scyons he brought with him be- 
ing all ſeizd on, and amongſt em 
old Ebony, (who, in conſideration of 
his Age, and his Fidelity to his Maſter) 
after being rooted up by the Law, 
was ſav'd by the Compaſſionate Sove- 
reign; and by her Clemency ſuffer'd

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were juſt or no, very ready to fly in 


the Face of the Government and Mi- 


niſtry; were again reduc'd to a Set- 
tlement of good Humour; tho here 
and there ſome of the moſt Buſie and 
Prying, could not forbear cenſuring 
either the Candor or Conduct of Sir 
Box Bombard; the end of his Expe- 


dition not being Parallel with the 


HFopes he gave at firſt: Beſides, to bring 
it a little cloſer to his own Knowledge 


and Reſentment, One Hour, amongſt 


the many that he lay ſupinely at Eaſe, 
waiting for the Return of the skulk- 
ing and diſappointed Buzzard, he 


chanc'd to overhear a notable Ha- 


rangue between two blunt Politick 
and Poſitive Freeholders; the one be- 
ing an Artichoak, a Native of the 


Province of Roſes, but lately re- plan- 


ted in that of Thiſtles; the other a 
Thiſtle, an Inhabitant of Note and 
Authority upon the Place; in whoſe 


Diſcourſe, himſelf being a little 


touch'd at, he had ſomewhat the more 
reaſon to Obſerve the Paſſages. The 
Diſcourſe that happen'd, fince it is 
likely to be a conſiderable Ornament 
to the preſent Fable, was to this Ef- 
fed.

may boaſt themſelves good Scholars 
indeed, but ye are generally the worſt

an Author for you to read ; Rebellion 
is as natural to ye as a Snuſh-Mill, 
and you indulge your Satisfaftions 
pleaſurably with the one, as frequent- 
ly as you grind your mundungus To— 
bacco with the other : You never ceaſe 
to 
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to boaſt of your ancient Monarchy, 
and endeavour to make 1t out that you 
have had a Succeſſion of a Hundred 
Kings in lineal deſcent ; and if the 
Truth were genuinely known, have 
at one Time or other Mut inied againſt 
every one of them. Some, when ye 
found an opportunity of a good Bar- 
gain, ye have Sold; and others, eſ- 
pecially ſuch as want your Aſſiſtance 
in a time of War, you Neglect, and 
under the Colour of your ſham Diſ- 
contents oppoſe and rail againſt. The 
Kirk is, forſooth, affronted, you get 
the griping of the Guts at the ſight of 
a Lawn Sleeve. Then the Succeſſion 
is not to your Mind, and you are ſeiz'd 
with an Ague and Feaver, if you have 
not a Prince to Govern ye of your oun 
Choice and Making. And laſtly, to 
draw near to the Affairs of our preſent

] The Army were numerous on both 

| | fides, the Jays and Fack-daws came 
[| chattering, and were gathered far and | 
near to ſecure a Victory, which the | 
Arrogant Goſbam had infolently | 

given himſelf in Imagination ſome 

time before, and to that intent, to 

raiſe his Fantaſtical Grandeur to 2 

| greater 
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greater height; had ordered his 


Grandſon, Prince Faulcon, to be there; 
that in right of his Superior Quality; 
the Lawrel might opportunely de- 
ſcend, to circle his Brow ; if For- 
tune, prodigal of her Favours, ſhould 
deign to give the Property Duke of 
Hernland advantage in the Battle; the 
Duke nevertheleſs was ſo full of him- 
ſelf, that he did not, or would not ob- 
ſerve it to be any Diminution of his 
own Credit, but was cautiouſly pro- 
ceeding as he had done the Year be- 
fore ; and perhaps intended to weary 
out his Enemies without fighting, 
when there happen'd an odd Accident 


that ſoon after gave new Life to their 
Reſolves. Two eminent Fortreſſes 


that had formerly been taken by the 
Duke of Birch Grove, being ſurpriz d 
by Treachery, and taken almoſt in 


the very Face of his Army. 


This Advantage, as any thing tho 
never ſo little, us'd to do, neu 
Plum'd the Wings of the ſtrutting

Enemies with an Air of Contempt; 

the Vainglorious Faulcon,accompani W 
. wit 
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with the reſt of the Princes of the 
Blood too, drank more Champaign 


that day the News was brought, than 


uſually. And the whole Kingdom 
of the Goſhawk was illuminated with 
a Beam of Joy, that ſeem'd to give a 
happy Omen of enſuing good Succeſs. 
But now, tis worth while to ob- 
ferve the Fantaſtick Game that For- 
tune was playing for, as if ſne meant 
to make a greater eſt than ordinary, of 


the greateſt Affairs of Humane Life, 


as they were in Heart Elevated and 
Joyful, ſo were the Natives of the 
Province of Reſts, deprav'd and dif- 
pirited. Now began their wretched, 
deſponding, and puſilanimous Vice to 
reigu again as baſely amongſt em as 
ever ; for hearing of the two For- 
treſſes that were newly taken by the 
Enemy, without weighing the matter 
juſtly, or conſidering the various Ac- 


cidents of War, as in common Reaſon 


they ought; the Conduct was im- 


mediately cenſured, the whole Army 


branded with Cowardiſe, and the He- 
roick General, tho ſweating even 
drops of Blood with Vexation, for 
what could not be help'd, unnatural- 


ly injured with a Million of degene- 


rate 
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rate Thoughts; and alſo vilely brand. 


ed with the moſt inveterate and worſt 


of Opprobrious Language. 
But Eternal Decree, who had De- 
nounc d him to be greatly Happy and 
Victorious, in Contradiction to their 
Baſeneſs and Injuſtice z whilſt they 
were murmur ing in their Cabals, their 
inconſiderate and ungrateful Senti- 
ments, near Darnedo, a Principal 
Town in Leoncia, gave Opportunity 


to the Lucky Hero's Troops to make an 


Attack, which ſoon after came to a 
general] Charge; by which, after a 
Bloody and Dangerous Diſpute of ſe- 
veral Hours continuance, he once 
more remained ſole Maſter of the 


Field, drove the ill-fated, preſump- 


tuous Duke of Hernland, their Gene- 
ral, from his Poſt . ſlew vaſt Num- 
bers, took a conſiderable part of the 
Army Priſoners, and as a mortal Stab 


"Wh 
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to blind Ambition, ſent the aſpiring 


Prince Faulcon, who expected by that 
Conqueſt to have been ſtil'd, The 
Great, and ſtood with the reſt of his 
Kindred, and Aſſociates on a remote 
Tower to view the Action frighted 
(as was alſo the once more unlucky 
Prince Shrub.) Home to the diſap- 

Ee pointed 
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pointed Goſhawk, with the unwelcome 
Tidings of his deplorable Chance. 

Yet did not this Succeſs, tho? very 
conſiderable to her Majeſty, Oat 
Royal, and the Allies, in any great 
meaſure, ſurprize the Pride and 
Hopes of the ambitious Goſhawk ; his 
Army was too numerous to be baffled 
by an ordinary Loſs : And the aſpi- 
ring Faulcon, imp'd by the Duke of 
Hernland, had too much Vanity to 
own any Advantage gain'd by the 
Enemy, 'which they could with any 
Poſſibility cover and make little. The 
two Fortreſſes, before-mentioned , 
were {till in their Poſſeſſion, to which 
they retir'd to rally their ſcatter'd 
Troops; and, in ſhort time, made ſhift 
again to' make a formidable Head, 
{till cauſing, with their wonted Dilt- 
gence, Reports to be ſpread, that the 
Succeſs 'in Battle was equal on both 
{ides, and that the declar'd conquer- 
ing Enemy, had no more cauſe to 
boaſt of Victory than they. 

But this Bravado laſted but a very 
ſmall time, for the valliant Duke, 
Birch Grove, combining with the, 
before-mentioned, renown'd P. Typer, 
being raiſed to a Degree of angry Re- 

1entment 
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ſent ment on Reflection of the un- 
look'd for Treachery, lately ſhewn 
em, reſolv'd, without giving the Ene- 
my any time, to oppoſe their Project to 
puſh on another formidable Effort, 
which was the Reſolution with 
all poſlible. ſpeed to befiege Inſulz, 
the greateſt and ſtrongeſt Fortreſs 
upon the Frontiers of King Goſhawk's 

ominions: This was with utmoſt 
Celerity put in Execution, the fam'd 
Prince Tyger, before mentioned, 
commanding the Beſiegers, and the 
Heroick General of the Province of 
Roſes, ſtanding aloof to cover the En- 
terprize, and now the haughty Goſ- 
hawk ſurpriz'd and nettled by this 
bold Attempt, was ſometime at a loſs 
amongſt his beaten Generals to pick 
out one that he imagin'd more lucky 
than the reſt, and at laſt he reſolves 
upon the venerable and experienc'd 
Mareſchal de Caccoo, who with great 
Precipitation is thrown into the place, 
and who to do him Juſtice, as ſoldiet- 
Iy as skilfully, a conſiderable time, 
made a brave Defence againſt the Re- 
ſolute and Valliant Attacks of Prince 
1yger, and his undaunted Force. 
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But here again, The Divine Aſſi- 
ſtance was extremely Beneficent, for 
by a Miraculous as well as Indulgent 
Decree of Providence, the good For- 
tune of King Goſhawk was annihilated, 
and that of the Beſiegers confirm'd : 
The glorious General of the Allies, 
having received Advice that a ſtrong 
part of the Enemies Army. were ſent 
to intercept a vaſt quantity of Ammu- 
nition that were haſting to the Siege 
of Inſula, and cut off the Convoys, 
to confront that Deſign, prompted 
by his propitious Genius, ſent inme- 
diately the Gallant Piz-, who tho? 
eſteem'd and acknowledg'd, before, 
for feveral Acts of Bravery ; yet here 
Celeſtial Ordination ſeem'd peculiar- 
ly concern'd to advance his Glory to 
a ſupreme Height, by encouraging 
him with his ſmall Party, who were 
{carce One to Four of the Enemy, to 


make head againſt *em, which he 


happily did ; and managing his ſmall 
Power with admirable ConduR, as 
well as Preſence of Mind, charg'd 
with ſuch unparallel'd Succeſs, that 
in few Hours the Goddeſs of Victory 
was ſpreading the Wreath over his 


Head, whilſt the flying Enemy, fix- 


ing 
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ing Wings to their Feet, in prodigi- 
ous Throngs, with a fearful Haſt, 


abandoning the Carriages of Ammu- 
nition that they came ro take, gave 


for that time a ſhameful Security ro 


their wretched Lives, and to the Gal- 
lant Pine, a ſuperlative Renown ; 
endleſs as Eternity itſelf. 

This was the moſt terrible Blow 
that through the whole courfe of 
the War, befel, to mortifie the 
over-grown Pride of the Tyran- 
nick Goſhawk ; for now, ſoon after 
the Supplies of Ammunition coming 
ſeaſonably, the haraſs'd Mareſchal 4 
Caccoo, not able to hold out any long- 
er, was forc'd to Capitulate, and 
then Surrender that moſt important 
place that his ambitious Maſter had 
oft, vaingloriouſly, call'd Invincible, 
and as often had laugh'd at the ſucceſſ- 
ful Allies, and Prince Tiger's raſh At- 
tempt (as he call'd it) to take it. 

Nor was this the End of that won- 
der ful Campaign; the impatient Duke 
of Birch Grove, had not yet been re- 
venged on the revolting Fortreſſes be- 
fore mentioned, for the baſe Affront 
giyen him, and therefore, now with 
his whole Power, march'd againit 'em ; 
who, not able to defend themſelves, 
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nor to excuſe their Baſeneſs, were 
quickly brought on their Knees to ac- 
cept of the Mercy he was pleaſed to 
allow; and curſe the ill. fated Boaſt. 
ers, that had by ignoble and falſe 
Pretences, ſome time before, encou- 
rag'd them to that Treachery. 

And now all things ſeem'd Fortu- 
nate on the fide of the Allies; the 
fluttering Prince Faulcon, in an Ague 
of Diſcontent, flown away ; and the 
ſhattered Duke of Hernland, with the 
diſpairing Pretender, Prince Shrub, in 
the ſame forlorn Condition; the Con- 
quering and Gracious Oa# Royal could 
not wiſh to be more Happy, than to fee 
her ſelf, and the Princes and States 
ſhe Protected, inabled, as was hop'd, 
to force the Domineering Goſhawk to 
accept of what. Terms, for compoſing 
Matters, ſhe was pleaſed to propound, 
But Providence, to keep ſteady the 
floating Veſſel of mortal Happinels, 
and demonſtrate to Princes them- 
ſelves, as well as the Vulgar, that no 
tranſitory Deſert (no, not even Hers, 
tho' her Vertue and Piety were ſo e- 
minently Remarkable) could force 
Celeſtial Bleſſing to ſuch an extream 
Degree, to abate the glowing Joy that 

| a now 
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now poſſes'd her, thought fit to ter- 
minate the Days, and remove from 
her Sacred Breaſt, where 1t had Jong 
with Pleaſure flouriſh'd, the Prince- 
Iy Beech, Virtuous, Indulgent, Brave, 


and Generous, the dear Companion 


and Partner of all her Cares, whoſe 
loſs gave an extraordinary allay to her 
other Satisfact ions, and which deſcend - 
ing from her, Influence'd with unfeign- 
ed Sorrow, all the Natives of the 
Province of Roſes in general. 

Scare had the Funeral Obſequies of 
this Princely Victim of Fate been 
perform'd, but the inveterate Animo- 
ſities on both ſides grew up again to 
ſo extream a height, that it was re- 
ſolv'd by one Fatal Puſh more, to try 
which way the wavering Fan of Fate 
would turn. Beſides too, this 
Publick Diſcontent, the changing 
Seaſon of the Year gave an unwel- 
come Alteration to all on this Part of 
the Univerſe: The Winter Solſtice. 
as if by a Commiſſion from the Eter- 


nal, ſtricter than Ordinary, binding 
up the Rivers, Brooks, and purling 


Springs, that moſt delectably uſed to 


| bleſs the Natives, with impenetrable 


Froſt ; as well as covered and buried 
| 14 the 
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the late verdant Hills and Mountains, 
and filled up the Hollows of the moſt 
ſpacious Valleys; with inceſſant fall- 


ings of perpetual Snow ; of which Ca- 


lamity, tho? the Province of Roſes 
had uncommon ſhare, yet was there 
beſtowed on it a Glorious Beam of 
Comfort, when it found the Angry 
Bolt of avenging Providence was dar- 

ted with much fiercer Rage on the 
Dominion of the Tyrannick Goſhawk, 
who now finding himſelf pinch'd to 
the quick, by the Sacred Ordinance 
of the Celeſtial Ruler, was fain, in 
that Critical JunQure, to ſet another 
Politick Wheel a going, to delay his 
own, and his diſtreſs'd 1 Ruin: 
He therefore on a ſuddain propoſes a 
General Peace; which being, as was 
thought fit, hearkened to by the Gra- 
cious Oak Royal and the Succeſsful 
Allies; Propoſals were made accord-

This laſt Blom, in ſpite of all the Flou- 
riſhes of the Goſbawk's Officers, and 
the Vain- glorious Epiſtle of the boaſt- 
ing Marſhal de Caccow, was yet ano- 
ther Mortal Stab to him; ip ſomuch, 
that finding the inconſtant Goddeſs, 
Fortune, ſo reſolutely bent againſt

Another 
accidental Diſturbance ſuddenly broke 
out in the Province, which not only 
rais d thoſe that were call'd, High- 
Flyers, to an extreme pitch of Diſ- 


content; but alſo infatuated them who 


vallued themſelves for Prudence and 
Moderation of t'other Party, to pro- 
ceed to an Action, believ'd ſince by 
the real Wiſe, to be very Raſh and 


Indiſcreet; the Matter at firſt being 


raiſed and begun by a few, tho? at laſt 
ending with great Trouble and Tu- 
mult. 
The Worſhippers of the Deity in the 
Province of Roſes, had for many Years 
been of various Opinions; and as was 
hinted before, were thereby unfortu- 
nately and often, fatally inſtrumental 
in procuring their own great Diſquiets 
and Damages. Ard now there hap- 
pen'd an unlucky Occaſion for both 
Parties to Decide and Prove (tho 
with great Trouble and Charge to her 
Majeſty, Oak Royal, who would wil- 
lingly have hindred their unnatural 
N Diffe- 
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Differences) which was the greateſt 
and moſt opulent of the TWo. 


Rabbi Quince, one of the Venera- 
ble Tribe, appointed to inſtruct the 
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People, being ſtrenuoiiſly reſolv'd for 


the Euſebian Party, commonly calFd, 


The High-Flyers, took an Opportuni- 
ty in very Hot and Inveterate Orati- 


on, the vehemence of which (it ſuch 


an Action can poſhbly blemiſh a Per- 
ſon of ſuch eminent Parts, as after- 
wards by another, he prov'd himſelf 
to be) was generally allow'd a high 
Miſdemeanour, and to give much Ok- 
fence to thoſe great Ones, and Others 
who own'd themſelves to be of the 
Low ſide, nor did this give birth to an 
Animoſity of Trivial Account, for the 
Cauſe not wanting Incendiaries: The 
aforeſaid Rabbi, being, for that Bold- 
neſs, Impeach'd by the Sanbearin. 
The Mob, hooted on, as was ſuppos'd, 
by ſome: Leaders. of King Goſhawk's 
Faction, pretending only to burn the 
Neſts of the Hornets, humming up 
and down, proceeded with ſuch Vio- 
lence and Rapidity that 'tis wonderful 
to relate; The whole Province in a 
few Hours broke out in a Flame. 
And had not the good Genius _ 

ro- 
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Province ef Roſes, interpos'd and 
ſpeedily quell'd it, the Tumult caus'd 
by the famous Maſſanello in Naples ; 
perhaps wonld ſcarcely have out done 
it, but as happy, Fate ordaincd, that 


Riot was ſoon over, and the aforeſaid 


Rabbi brought to a Legal Trial, before 
an aſſembled Grove of the nobleſt 
Trees, that compos'd the Auguſt and 
Prudent Sanhedrim, where amongſt 
all that pleaded againſt the Offendor, 
Lord Red-Roſe, newly inſtated by 
her Majeſty, Oak Royal, for his great 
Merit and Abilities to be Chief in 
Juſticiary Affairs over the Province, 
made the moſt Learned and Senſible 
Harrangue, nor did the ſubtil Rabbi 
himſelf, in his turn, fail to ſhew his 
timely Cunning and Sophiſtry ; but 
when he had leave to exerciſe his 
Tallent in his own Defence, wittily 
cruſh'd out of himſelf {o much of his 
Natural Tart Juice, and compounded 


it ſo wiſely, that in its ſtead, he made 


himſelf a Regalia of delicious Mar- 
malade, and by the Cordial Quality 
of his luſcious Taſte, ingag d a gene- 
ral liking fromall, eſpecially the non- 
reſiſting Female Plants, that made up 
the Number of his Auditory, 


To 
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this skilful Management of his, had 


ſoon after its deſired and intended Con- 
ſequence, for the aſſembled Grobe 
wilcly conſidering, after ſeveral learn- 
ed Debates amongſt them, that the 
Turbulent as well as Crafty Goſhawk, 

and his Party, at that Juncture, would 
not fail to take Advantage of the in- 
veterate Animoſities, that in this Caſe 
might happen amongſt the fermented 
Natives in the Province of Roſes, 

thought fit mildly, tho? they had the 
Power to do otherwiſe, to give an 
eaſy Sentence upon the Rabbi; which 
being as they Imagin'd ,enough to al- 
lay the Loquacious Violence he us d, 

and diſcourage ſuch raſh and as they 


term'd it, ſeditious Orations for the 


future, after a World of Buſtle and 
publick Diſcontent, at laſt concluded 
tne whole Affair. 

But notwithſtanding this, the Eu- 
ſebian Party, tho the Rabbi himſelt, 
being caſt, was condemu d to ſuffer 
ſome ſlig ht Indignities; imagin'd, 
with Good Reaſon, that they had 
gain'd their Point, as by following 
Succeſſes was prov d with greater Cer 
tainty ; for ſoon after this, the Gra. 
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cious Oak, when it was leaſt expect- 
ed; her Eyes being clear'd to fee either 
ſome approaching Danger, or finding 
ſome Defe& in Performance of Official 
Duties, at once made a Change in the 
whole Miniſtry, removing on a ſud- 
den the Earl of Pomes d' Or, Lord 
Scamour, Lord Holley, Lord Wall- 
nut, Sir Poplar of the Valley, and 
ſeveral other great ones of the Party, 
and in their Places admitted the great 
Earl of Elms, who was known to be 
ingag'd to her by a Royal and near 
Affinity, the noble and generous Duke 
Cypreſs, the renown'd Duke Vine, 
Sir Aps Legis, and Sir Poplar of the 
Hill; beſides the highly valued and 
deſerving Duke Mulberry, a new Fa- 
vourite, whoſe induſtrious and Loyal 
Diligence in her Majeſties Affairs, 
and that of the Euſebian Party, not 
only made him happy by her Gracious 
Acknowledgments, but conſpicuous 
to all the great Ones that deſerve that 
Title, who belong to, or Inhabit the 
Province of Roſes; and further, to 
confirm publickly her Reſolution of 


making a thorough Chavge in Affairs, 


ihe immediately gave Orders to diſ- 
ſolve the Sanhedrin; and ſo by put- 
La ting 
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ting all Things on a new Foot, gave 
the Euſebian Party (who by the other's 
violent Proſecution of the aforeſaid 
Rabbi, were very much fermented 
and grown by a great Degree more 
ſtrong ) opportunity to puſh on their 
Intereſts, and carry their Elections in 
moſt parts of the Province, and by 
their Unbyaſs'd Votes, to advantage 
(as *twas hop'd for by the Wiſe and 
conſcientious) the Divine Erſebia, 
who had fo long a time been ſuppos'd 
by thein in a decaying and diſtreſsful 
Condition. f 

In full hopes then, to bring all 
things to a happy concluſion, I muſt 
now leave them a little to vary the 
Sccne again into the Camp and Field ; 
the renowned Generals of the Allies 
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were {till atchieving new Wreaths of 


Glory for themſelves, and diminiſh- 
ing thoſe of the ambitious Goſhawk, 
the ſtrong Fortreſs of Tard likewiſe 
taken, and the important R ſoon 
expected to ſurrender ; which Suc- 
ceſſes, tho great and admirable, yer 
came ſhort of a noble Victory, obtain- 
ed in the Region of Grapes, over the 
uſurping King Lanneret, by the Val- 
liant Mallardo, | any for the Impe- 
1 


Tia! 
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rial Ganza, and the Gallant O/ier, 
fent thither by Oak Royal, which was 
of ſuch Conſequence in the Affairs of 
the late diſappointed King Vidgeon; 
that, purſuing his admir'd Succeſe, 
he ſtraight marches to Dirdam, the 
Place of Reſidence of King Lannerer, 
and at that Juncture gave him once 
more Hopes of a quick and fortunate 
Revolution of the total Monarchy. 
But his Old Enemy malicious For- 
tune, was, notwithftanding all poſlible 
Endeavours to the contrary, ſtill reſol- 
ved to croſs his Ex pectations; for want- 
ing Supplies both from his, or the In- 
perial Ganza's Forreſt, as well as the 
Province of Roſes; who could not 
timely furniſh him with Power ſufh- 
cient to ſettle; and fix to a Continu- 
ance his new Poſſeſſion; he was for 
fear of being ſurprized by the neigh- 
bouring Grandees, Subjects to King 
Tanneret, whoſe Loyalty was not 
yet brought into Subject ion, ſudden- 
ly forc'd to remove from Dirdam, 
and the momentary Regalities that 
had entertained him there; yet did 
the inconſtant Goddeſs referve ano- 
ther Poſt of Royalty for him, which 
in its Nature and Eminence exceeded 
2 the 
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the other, ſo long ſtrove for and 
ſought by himſelf and Relations, with. 
the Aſſiſtance of the Potent and Ami- 
cable Allies in general; this was the. 
Gangian Empire, ſometime after made 
headleſs by the Deceaſe of Ganza Im- 
periale, who was ſuddenly taken out 
of the World, leaving it in Admira- 
tion what would be the reſult of this 
new. turn, that embarraſs'd no leſs 
than half Europe with, diverſity of 
Thought and Actions, ſuitable to the 
conſiderable trouble in politick Mat- 
ters, that ingagd both Princes 
and Populace to manage wifely upon 
that extraordinary Occaſion. ö 
The difficult War, in the Region ; 
of Grapes, began in this critical 
Juncture to ſlacken ; King Lanneret's 
Party feem'd to be very reſolute in de- 


fending his Right, as they thought it, 1 
as well as King Widgeon's Friends to i 
ſet up and authorize his; and now 1n | ö 


the next Imperial Election, twas | 
thought none ſtood more fair than he, j 
and moſt People believ'd he could not 
fall of ſucceeding. 

But leaving this grand turn of State 
in Agitation, relating to Affairs in 
the Ganzian Empire, and Kingdom 

L3 of 
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of Grapes ; now let us return toanother 
very conſiderable one, that happen'd, 
likewiſe, in the Province of Roſes ; 
and which, no leſs, drew the Eyes of 
Europe upon 'em, than the other had 
done before: The Affairs of the Eu- 
ſebian Party, which, as is obſerved, 
had been put upon a High Ferment 


by the Rabbi Orince , were now 


brought to ſo ſolid a Concluſion, that 


the Gracious Oak did not only ſeri- 


ouſly liſten and adhere to their ap- 
prov*d Reaſon and Counſels ; but re- 
ſolv'd to proceed by a new and ſtrenu- 


ous Incouragement in the Alteration 


of Affairs, and by changing the late 
Sanhedrin, and calling a new, where 
the Euſebian Party, by a great Ma- 
jority, ſignaliz'd themſelves , gave 
them occaſion vigorouſly to carry on 
the Work with great Advantage ; the 
Learned, Judicious, and unanimouſly 
Reſpe&ed Sir Ah Hearal/, being 
choſen Speaker, whoſe Judgment in 


Legiſlative Matters, as well as Max- 


ims of Political Government, and other 
Syſtems of Genuine Wiſdom, was ge- 
nerally admir'd and approv'd; thus 
flouriſhing with great Renown and 
Applauſe, the Body Politick began to 
2 eXer- 
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exerciſe their ſeveral and diſtinctive 
Offices; tho at that time they re- 
ceiv'd a conſiderable Maim by a ſud- 
dain unexpected Blaſt that malevo- 
lently felled to the Ground, the great 
and worthily lamented Earl of Elms, 
whoſe long Experience might have 


opportunely given very ſolid and con- 


ſiderable Aſſiſtance, and who was juſt 
before, happily reinſtated in the 
Councels and Favour of Oak Royal; 
beſides, the Alteration of the Miniſtry 
had ſcarce been ſet on foot, when an 
accident happened that gave a ſtrange 
Occaſion for the ſpeedier Growth and 
Exaltation of one of the moſt princt- 
pal Trees, amongſt the Euſebian Par- 
ty ; the Account of the Accident 1s as 
follows. 

There was at that time reſident inthe 


chief Foreſt of the Province, Count 


Bittern, a natural Subject of King Goſ- 
hawk, who having, for ſome lewd Miſ- 


deineanour, or other Offences, deſerted 


his Native Country, had ſometime ſhel- 
tered himſelf there, and getting into 
Credit with ſome of the nobleſt of the 
Grove, a Penſion was ordain'd him 
which he had not long enjoy'd, when 
ſome of Oak Royal's moſt deſerving 
. L + Sub- 
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Subjects began to ſuſpe& him for a 
Spie; and their Doubt growing to a 
greater Degree, his Penſion was ſoon 
after ſuſpended, and the Count to- 
tally deſerted and left to his Shifts, 
which now gave him Occaſion to pur- 
ſue a fatal Revenge and Endeavour by 

giving Treaſonable Intelligence 5 


the Miniſters of King Goſbawk, of the 


Cabinet Affairs in the Province, to 
regain the loſt Favour of his former 
Maſter : But by the Diligence and 
wary Obſervation of Sir Virdant 
Limes ; who had by this time gain'd 
unanſwerable Proofs of his villanous 


Dealing and Deſigns ; he was forth- 
with Detected, = brought Priſoner 


before an Aſſembly of the nobleſt of 


the Province, where being openly 


diſplay'd and convicted, and having 
not opportunity at that Juncture, to re- 
venge himſelf on the ſaid Sir Virdant 
Limes, fell deſpairingly upon the next 
he could get at, which was the Wiſe 


(and as I have hinted be fore, the great- 


ly honoured for his extraordinary A- 
bilities) Sir Poplar of the Hill, giving 


him ſuddenly a wound deſign'd to be 


mortal, tho' his Good Genius that 


attended him, diverted the Intention, | 


turn» 
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turning the horrible Miſchief upon 


himſelf who deſervedly found a 
Puniſhment proper, and a Death much 


too favourable for ſo Infamous an Aſ- 


ſafine ; being afterwards, for ſome 
time, put into Pickle, and expos'd as 
4 ridiculous, as well as odious Specta- 
cle to all the Natives of the Province, 
as well as thoſe of his own Nation, 
who came as Spectators, and perhaps 
might tacitly wiſh he had been more 
ſucceſsful in his damnable Deſig n. 


And now, to obſerve again by J har 


wonderful and unexpected Methods 
Providence decrees the Riſe of the de- 


ſerving Favourite, the Gracious Oak 


maturely weighing the Merit, Wiſ- 
dom and Loyalty, of thoſe ſhe had 
deſign d to exalt, and give Opportu- 
nity to employ themſelves at the 
Helm, and to be near her Perſon, 
ordains the change in this manner, 
the former valued and long intruſted 
Lord Sycamore Chancellor of the whole 
Province, was remov'd ; and in his 
Office minutely fixt the moſt learned 
in the Laws, and highly rever'd, Sir 
Aps Legis ; the Earl of Walnuts, Earl 
of Limes, and ſeveral others, alſo diſ- 
miſs'd, and new ones of Honour and

The Fable of the Oak 
Probity Inſtated, but none with ſuch 
remarkable Greatneſs and Favour, as 
the before mentioned Sir Poplar of 
the Hill ; whom now the Sovereign 
reſolving to ſhew her Royal Acknow- 
ledgment andRegard to Merit, which 
ſhe had long obſerv'd to be extraordi- 
mary, and of ſuperiour Regard rela- 
ting.to her Service, and willing alſo 
to give due Satisfaction for his late 
Miſchief and Hazard of his Life; 
not only conferr d on him the opulent 
and firſt rate Poſt of Pomes d' Or, but 
honour d him alſo with a Title equal 
to the Principal of the Nobleſs, with 
free and continual Aſſurance of the 
repeated Inſtances of her Royal Fa- 
vours. 5 ; 
Thus then with a Chain of various 
Succeſſes, Affairs went dragging on 


abroad were likewiſe noted to be ve- 
ry extraordinary; the force of King 


quent Reprimands given them yearly 
by the Renown'd and ſtill Succeſsful 
General, the Duke of Birch Grove, 


every Year ſtill appearing in the Field, 


they received another Shock by the 
taking 
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taking of the ſtrong-hold of Mahcubb, 
yet ſeem'd impertinently to perfiſt in 
proceeding as formerly, and the Con 
mation of Peace being ſtill Gat 
till at laſt the Hopes of it were ſome- 
what enlarged by the Free Election 
of King Widgeon, notwithſtanding 
the Goſhawk's Power, Policy and Con- 
trivances, to the Imperial Dignity. 
This Succeſs, tho? great in its 
particular, yet gave a new turn to his 
Affairs in general, ſome Numbers of 
his former Adherents boggling at the 
thought of his now aſpiring Grandeur 
of being Monarch of the Empire, 
and of the Region of Grapes likewiſe, 
on this Suggeſtion, ſeveral of the 


Allies lackened their Ardency for 


further War, and now new and con- 
ſiderable Offers being again made by 
the antiquated and tired Goſhazok, 
Plenipotentiaries were ſent to a Place 
appointed, where the whole might be 
largely and honourably debated. 
Employ'd in this Grand Affair, I 
leave em, and turn again to the Pro- 
vince of Roſes, to give Account of a 
Tranſaction there, which to the Rea-

and which with: ſome unwillingneſs 
and regret, confidering the great and 
admirable Perſon concern'd, I am obli- 
ged to place amongſt the reſt of theſe

without the recital of that accompt, 
it muſt be inſerted as follows; 
The Gracicus Oak Royal, conſult- 
ing with the New Miniſtry,as has been 
notified, was reſolv'd to make a thoro/ 
Change amongſt thoſe that call'd 
themſelves the Low Party; as appears 
by the enſuing Inſtance ; for amongſt 
the reſt of the once thought ſettled 
Favourite, the famous and eſteem'd 


General, the renown'd Duke Birch 


Grove was, at his return Home from 
the Camp, ſuddenly diſmiſt, not on- 
ly from his Noble Command ; but al- 
ſo from all other Offices and Attend- 


ance at Court ; his Conſort, the cele- 


brated Lady Ry, having ſuffered the 
ſame Shock of malevolent Fortune 
ſome time before, 

Various, you may believe, were 
the Sentiments of the Natives on this 
confiderable Accident, all endeavour- 
ing to pry into the Nature of the Cauſe 
and Reaſon for this extraordinary Af- 

fair, 
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fair, his Friends not forbearing large- 
ly to expreſs their Reſentment, nor 
his Enemies from 1nveterately aggra- 
vating the Merrit of his Diſgrace, 


Libels were as numerous as Signs in 


the Streets; the Great Sanhedrim like- 
wiſe taking hold of ſome ſuppoſed 
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Miſcarriages in his Martial Station, 


voted them Illegal and Unwarrantable, 
but what tis believed moſt Irritated, 


was the unaccountable Bulk of his pro- 


digious Wealth, which with a general 
Cry they all declared he never gene- 
rouſly made uſe of either amongſt the 
Army as he was gaining it, nor to the 
Honour or Benefit of his Sovereign 
or Country; but poſſeſt with fatal A- 
varice, a Vice moſt Pernicious and Un- 
natural in ſo great a Commander, ac- 
quired the Anger, and ſtirred up the Re- 
ſentments of a Numerous and Enrag'd 
Party. The Effects of which unlucky 
Parſimony, touching in particular me 
as well as others, who in the Poſt J 
was in, had for twelve Years together, 
annually expreſt my Love and Duty 
by Prefents in Lyrical Verſe ; con- 
ſtantly celebrating his Victories, and 
effectual Succeſſes without ever any 
return, but now and then a good Look, 

- | which 
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which coſt him nothing, and a grace- 
ful Reception, a natural Appendix to 
his courtly Behaviour; yet, notwith- 
ſtanding this, ſuch an ingaging Charm 
has Merit in its Nature, and ſo ſenſi- 
bly was my Soul touch'd with his, 
that I ſmother'd in filence my own 
Reſentments, and alſo prevented the 


publiſhing a certain Poem that came 


to my Hands, that would have caus'd 
conſiderable Uneaſineſs one way, tho' 
another, Great, tho'Illnatur'd Diver- 
ſion and Satisfaction, beſides getting 
by the Sale of it, as much or more than 
any Reward expected from him, could 
reaſonably amount to. 

Others more Vindictive and Licen- 
tious had not ſuch Regard for his Me- 
rit; notorious Libels frequently 
ſpreading abroad, and many of em 
inveterately tainted with more Malice 
than Juſtice. And now, to come 
ſlow ly to a Concluſion, the great San- 


bedrin thought fit to lay by Affairs 


concerning him for a Seaſon; new 
Matters relating to Peace, as before 
hinted, being again on Foot, tho' not 
unanimouſly agreeing, the Imperial 
Ganga, with the States of the Conti- 
nent of Plaſiy demurring for ſome 

WW 
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ſelfiſh and politick Reaſons, and 
therefore at firſt, notwithſtanding 
theſe Halcyon Notions, Preparation 
for War was agitating as orderly as 
ever, on all ſides, the greatly belov'd 
and highly deferving Duke Cypreſs, 
be ing choſen by Oak Royal, as General- 
iſſimo over her Forces in the room of 
the late mentioned renowned Duke of 
Birch Grove, and ſoon aſter ſent away, 
but when, purſuant to his Heroick 
Temper, he was big with hopes of 
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Action, and perpetuating his Glory by 


a conſiderable Advantage, . that he and 


the glorious Prince 1yger thought 
they had gained of the Enemy, Or- 
ders were ſent from the Province of 
Roſes, ſtrictly forbidding all Attacks 
on his Part, which tho' receiv'd with 
a condeſcending Daty, proper for the 
Noble Soul of the Gallant Cypreſs; 
yet on tother fide, every one may 
gueſs what Heart-burning and Diſſa- 
tisfaction muſt rage in a generous Bo- 
ſom, where thirſt of Glory was ſo pre- 
dominant. 1 
And now to prove what had ſo long 
been expected, was Authentick, and 
near Rat ificat ion. FA

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- Succeeding this, preſently follow'd 
a long Speech from her Majeſty, Oak 
Royal, which denoted real and con- 
cluſive Offers of Peace, on the part 
of King Goſbawk to the Confederacy, 
which conſiderable Point ( veiling 
her Royal Prerogative) ſhe thought 
fit to communicate to the aflembled 
Sanbedrin, and alſo in return, graci- 
ouſly. received their general Acknow- 
ledgment in Addrefles, proper for the 
welcome Occaſion. On which happy 
Theme, hoping for no more Prevari- 
cations on the ſuſpected Goſhawk's 
part; [give you to conclude, with ſome 
Motions of Joy, part of a Poem lately 
dedicated to a Noble and Judicious 
Patriot.
